DETAILED ACTION 
REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1 -4, 6-11, 1 4-1 5, and 1 7-21 are considered allowable since when reading 
the claims in light of the specification none of the references of record alone or in 
combination disclose or suggest the combinations of limitations specified in the 
independent claims. 

2. The following is a statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claim 1 , the prior art of record does not disclose a time-division 
multiplex communication section which performs communication within a period of the 
time slot in accordance with the set of communication stations and type of 
communication section assigned by the time slot assignment section, wherein each 
communication station is equipped with a timer section and a time- synchronous 
communication section, the type of the communication section includes time- 
synchronous communication, non- cycle data communication, and cycle data 
communication.
